| No Hitch, : 

No hitch occurred in the taking 
uver of the'city by the Kwangsi 
troops (in the interests of Ger- 
crals Li Chai-sum and Wong 
Shiu-hung). 

The Kwwangsi expedition down 
| the West River joined hands with 
their 18th division from Kong- 
moon in the final march. 

Troops were seen on the west 
bund of the city yesterday morn- 
ing ‘and these were mistaken for 
Kwangsi men. . -The merchants’ 
delegates rushed out ta welcome 
them but found that they were 
‘the last Papersides assembld to 
leave for Honam. . 

For a few hours, the Police were 
the only armed force in the city. 

More Arrivals To-day. : 

Before noon, scouts of the 
Kwangsi army had arrived in the 
environs. Their agents in the 
reported “all well” and the signal 
was given -.to the units in the 
rear, between: the Canton-Sam- 
shui Railway terminus at Shek- 
waltong and. Fatshan. 

Late in the afternoon, several 
buildings in the city were occupied 
and-about 1,000 troops took . up 
stations inside, - 

Several. brigades _ which had 
been brought up during the day 


Until yesterday evening, only 
about a thousand Kwangsi troops 
had entered Canton. 

General’ Wong Shiu-hung, one 

of the big four of the ‘Kwangsi 
faction, is remaining at Samshui 
{on ‘the West River), 40 miles 
west of Canton. It will be recall- 
ed that he was in charge of Can- 
ton, after General Li Chai-sum 
had gone: to Shanghai, when the 
Tronsides brought off a coup. 

There is no news that General 
Li Chai-sum has started to return 
from Shanghai. General “Wong 
Shiu hung is expected in Canton 
to-morrow, after which his col- 
league, Li Chai-sum, ° may leave 
Shanghai. 

Support For Chiang Kai-shek. 

Although public opinion is gen- 
crally in. favour of the Kwangsi 
faction, : with Generals Li Chai- 
sum and .Wong Shiu-hung as 

' heads of the Government, there 
have been contenders other than 
the Ironsides. 

A *comparatively smal]: army 
has. hovered for some weeks on 
the.Fukien frontier, “friendly” to 
both the Kwangsi faction and to 
the Tronsides, but supporting Gen- 
ernlissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

- The commander of this force. is 
General Chen Min-chu, ‘The fact 
that he is: going to Canton from 
-Swatow must be taken to mean 
4 harmony between him and the 
Kwansi leaders. 
Outlook for Ironaides. 

- Alliance between General Chen 
Min- chu and the Kwangsi leaders 
will add strength to ‘the Kwangsi 
garrison ‘at Swatow. ° 

Betwen Swatow and Canton is 
the’ East River’ basin, which is 
held by the 20,000 Tronsides who 
gave up Canton without a ‘fight. 

With foes on either side, the 
fronsides may soon trek north-

COMMITTEES, 


“Vigilante” was a word borrow- 
ed during the middle and later 
years of the nineteenth century. by 
the men who were pioneering on 
the two major American frontiers 
of that time~-the Far West and the 
South West. as Ns ; 

Vigilantes were men who dis- 
pénsed. summary justice, in vast 
arens where no proper legal system 
existed or where it was powerless 
to cope with horse thieves, cattle 
murderers » and’- lesser 
criminals. 

The Vigilantes to-day have been 
revived in the Middle and Far West 


and the organisation is being ex-|" 
tended into the southwestern State] 


of Oklahoma. In its reincarnation, 
the Vigilante organisation exists to 
protect banks from burglars and 
robbers. The National Crime Com- 
mission: met in’ Washington .in 
November and. learned of the ‘un- 
precedented _ depredationgs 
brought the Vigilante organisation 
into existence again. 
were almost immune; others suffer- 
ed severely. 


In the middlo-western State of| . 


Jowa in 1920, the Commission was 
informed, 66 attacks were. made‘ on 
banks; 86 of the attacks were suc- 
cessful and sometimes accompanied 
by murder; the robbers. obtained 
$258,000 fn money. and negotiable 
securities. 

In 1925 as many.as three banks 
were robbed in. one day. in .the 
State of Illinois, of which Chicago 
is the principal city. 
losses sustained by, lilinois banks 
in 1924 aggregated $267,000. - In 
that year 13 banks were robbed in

This is 
the name of the’ big municipal 
shelter on the Froebelstrasse, in 
the north-eastern working class dis- 
trict of. the capital. Having been 
refitted for the coming winter sea- 
son “with all modern . comforts,” 
the: Palm Tree is now more like a 
hotel than an asylum andrwill not 
lack for. “guests.” 
accommodates “t, 900 men - 
‘women, 
. Every applicant for. shelter takes| ° 
a compulsory.shower bath, ‘and is 
given the use of a night. shirt and 
a pair of slippers “for the night. 
Moreover, a portion of soup is 
served out night and morning. Dis- 
infection ‘of clothing—also compul- 
sory—is carried out during’ the 
night by special apparatus. 

The majority of Berlin's home- 
legs are. atreet beggars or, curb 
vendors who carry thelr matches 
and shoelaces in.a’’ box -strapped 
round the waist.

Squirting Scheme of Whitewashing 
Should .be Rectified” {is a close 
translation of an article in a local 
vernacular, paper:— .. .- 

The squirting scheme of white. 
washing, which’ has been newly 
adopted by the: Sanitary Depart- 
ment.this year, is (wo are able to 
state as a result of. our. reporter's 
inquiries), ragardes by the Publis 


members of the Sanitary Board, in- 
forming them of public opinion. 


. ‘An Experiment. 

*. The two gentlemen ‘sald. ‘that they 
were quite pleased to convey tha. In- 
formation-to the Head of the Sant- 
tary Department but, that without a 
true and clear statement, containing 
full particulara, from those who 
actually: find it {nconvenfent, such 
information would not be of much 
assistance. They also asked. the 
reporter to ‘accompany them to 
incpect houses in Old Bailey, 

On Saturday, the reporter's resi- 
dence was whitewashed by coolles 
of the Sanitary Department who 
were engaged by the landlord, such 
to be done gs an experiment. 

The following. is the reporter's 
statement of what actually happen- 
4 and is intended for the informa- 

ion of the publid:— i 

', Procedure Described. . 

‘At 8.80 a.m, that day,-two Sani- 
tary Department \.cooljes. came, 
bringing. with them four large 
pieces of canvas to be used as 
covers for. articles in the house. 
As the canvas-covers were wet with 
lime-water, old newspapers had to 
be placed beneath them. 

The experiment commenced with 
the kitchen and then with the roof 
of the main building.. Pure water 
was discharged from a pump _be-| 
fore lime-water was used © in the 
same way. 

Six or seven buckets: of | lime. 
water had been used for the roof. 
Over half of It fell on the floor like 


rain, It was just the same as if the 
house were on fire and being ex- 
tinguished. with water. 

3 Fingers Split by Contact. . am 

The result was that the floor and 
the walls were all wet. The lime- 
water became mixed with dirty mud 
which fell on the floor and came to 
an inch thick. - 

A dollar was paid to two coolies 
for washing the floor.’ But, before 
half. the flat had. been washed, they. 

could not continue to finish the 
reat, -because their fingers were 
hurt—the skins of their finger 
tips split by the chemical effect of 
the lime-water containing an jn- 
gredient which, when - touched, 
causes pain to the fingers. The Nme- 
water also. contained . some liquid 
substance which {s° alao rather 
hurtful, 

Two | amahs and a maid-servant 
were ordered to take. up the job and 
the result. was that they, too, ha 
suffered and atill suffer the same 
fate as the coolies, |
